Much Conjecture As to 
Ultimate Cost Of

Defore him was a report from 
his national resources board, men­ 
tioning a posBlble 
hundred 
bil­ 
lion dollar expenditure 
of 
the 
next two decades. 
It opened up 
broad new fields of public w'orks 
and outlined suggestions 
for 
a 
multiplicity of of activities. 


Not only the cabinet, but mem­ 
bers of congress wore divided over 
the extent to w'hlch the program 
should bo carried out. Some sen­ 
ate and house members thotight it 
proposed too little. Other«'n?gard- 
ed It too broad. 
Still others de­ 
clined to comment. 


How high tho figure for next 
year’s public w^orks will run re­ 
mained a nmtter 
of 
conjecture. 
The lowest ono mentioned by re- 
spon.slble officials, who 
declined 
to be quoted by name until tho 
president speaks, was four billion 
dollars. Kellof administrator Hop­ 
kins and S e c r e t a r y Ickes wanted 
more than that. Secretary Roper 
and some other members of the 
cabinet wanted the figure held to 
a minimum, less than four billion 
if possible. 


Maylm Five llillion 


The resources board Itself sug­ 
gested three and a half billion us 
a minimum but added that the 
figure might be five billions. At 


0 1 )0 point It said; 


"W hether five billions a year 
for roads, parks, sowers, public 
libraries, forests, waterways, good 
housing aiul countless other such 
facilities Is more than we should 
spend is a problem w'hlch we will 
have to solve In the light of fu- 
turo developments

finances, inodes of combatting un­ 
employment, popular demands for 
pleasures aiid protection afforded 
by public works.”

The study was based upon con­ 
ditions in Chicago’s seventh fed­ 
eral reserve district.

Phillip Kennaniier Bound 
Over for Trial in 
Tulsa, Okla. 


Tulsa, Okla., Dec. 17 (/P)—Nine- 
toen year old Phillip Kennamer 
faced an hour and a half prelimi­ 
nary hearing today—a foretaste of 
h i s murder trial January 28 for the 
slaying 
of 
John F. Gorrell—and 
W'as hustled back to his cell past 
gaping throngs that burst into and 
overflowed the Tulsa county court­ 
house. 


Before Pleas Judge Bradford J. 
Williams bound him over "for Jury 
trial on a charge of murder,” young 
Kennamer listened to Floyd J. Huff. 
iCansas City aviator,

dict the dentistry student's death. 


Tells BIxarre Tale 


The pale and tousled defendant, 
center of a drama which has shock­ 
ed this city, was confronted by Dr, 
John F. Gorrell, father of the slain 
youth, who testlfled “my 
son

dead,” and retired weeping. 


A near riot at the courtroom 
entrance was averted narrowly, the 
curious crowd outside forced the 
doors open. 


Huff’s testimony was the high 
light of the procedure. 


“Phil Kennamer told me he was 
going to kill Gorrell,” declared Huff 
and there wtis a strained silence to 
catch his words from that point on 
until he finished a bizarre tale of 
contemplated death for ono who 
called him friend.

Ourrency in Flight 


The Saar today is a country tu 
the grip of fever, w'hich only J a n ­ 
uary 13 can break. 
Financially, 
it is a low fever, because money 
— French money, which nowadays 
is the only legal currency, is taking 
flight. 
Refugees from Hitler Ger­ 
many— there are 6000 here— are 
sending it into France, prepara­ 
tory to their own departure in 
case of a German victory. Busi­ 
nesses are doing the same thing. 
French are doing it too. 


Already, a high official spokes­ 
man revealed to mo, there Is a 
dearth of credit which may in a 
short time be stringent. In some 
quarters they prophecy a dearth 
of cash within a few days. Hidus- 
try is therefore coming to a grind­ 
ing stand-still. How much cur­ 
rency Is in the Saar is a vital 
question, because currency may 
easily bo a means of adjusting 
French money claims here, should 
Germany win the vote. 
But the 
flight has already been important 
and there is no way of checking 
It. 
The Saar may soon be a rich 
country without cash or credit.
